Terrlble DUaster In Japan. 
ViOTCMtIA, B. C, May 20.— The«team- 
er Empress of India, from Yokohama, 
brought news of a flra which complete- 
ly destroyed the town of Hochioji, in 
the silk district of Japan. Nearly 4,000 
houses were destroyed and between 40 
and 50 lives were lost. All the houses 
were frail wooden structures and tho 
fire took but a short time to sweep the 
town, giving the helpless members of 
the community little chance to escape.

Hartford City, Ind., May 20.— Leo- 
pold F. Wittebort, boss flattener at the 

Hartford City glassworks, was struck 
on the head with a bar of iron by Wil- 
liam Sullivan, a "shove boy," and is 
expected to die. Sullivan had previous- 
ly chased aiiotlier workman out of the 
nattening r(K)ni with a hatchet. When 
Wittebort tlirealc iu d to rep<irt him at 
the office Sullivan dealt the blow which 
may prove fatal. 

A Light Wool Clip. 

WABA.SH, Ind.. May 20.— The Wabash 
county WOdl crop is much shorter than 
last year. The receipts thus far have 
been very small, and the quality of the 
clip is reported as inferior. There has 
been a heavy decrease in the number of 
sheep in th^ oounly in the last five years 
bnt more attention is now being paid to 
wool raising and a larger dip will be 
marketed next year.

TAILOaS' STRIKE SPREADiNQ. 

Maarly Thirty Thousand People Now Oat 
and OtherH Will Follow. 

New York, May 20.— The tailors' 
strike is spreading rapidly in this city 
and Brooklyn. Nearly 80.000 of the 
86,000 dothing makm are now out. 

The indications are that the strike 
will be a long one, and that this iui- 
nieiise army of wage earners v. ill l)r 
idle until June 15, ut least. Then the 
busy season will begin, and the manu- 
factnrerd, through the contractors, will 
give way, it is .bdieved, to the strikers. 

In the meantime much suffering will 
have to be endtired by the strikers and 
their families. Many of them are al- 
ready in an almost penniless condition , 
and the strike fund is slim. 

Mayor Shoeufeld, the man under 
whose leadership the great tuilor-t' strike 
of 1805 and lbM0 was won, ha<t taken 
formal charge of the strike and began 
work vigorously to straighten out the 
tangled situation. One peculiarity oi 
this strike is that the oontntctors and 
workmen, although nominally fighting 
eabh other, are rrally in hearty accord. 

Another featare in the strike which 
is ot interest is that for the first time in 
six years all the branches of tailoring 
trade are united in the movement and 
all political differencea are swept awny. 

It is expected that the strike will 
spread all over the country. Word 
came from Philadelphia that 6,000 gar- 
ment workers had gone out there. In 
Newark 4,000 are out, and it is expected 
that tailors in Baltimore, Rm>liester, 
Syracuse and Boston will strike before 
the end of the week. 

Uora Out In Philadelphia. 
PHlLADBLrKU. May M.— The cloth- 
ing makera' strike has spread. Two 
hundred and sixty coatmakers went out, 
making a total of i'l.OOO so-calleil sweat- 
shop operatives. Tlio f^tiikers won't 
compromise, and the strike is likely to 
go further. Tho busy .season is now on, 
and tho strike has cripphMi contractors. 
The strikers want fewer hours, more 
j)ay and a recognition of tlie union. 
The wages here are said to bo lower 
tlian anywhere else. Cincinnati is said 
to be tiixB next lowerst, and it is said to 
be 16 per cent higher than Philaddphia.

May 20.— Fierce 
fires are raging in the old Scotch-Hill 
coal mines on the hill above this town, 
and are consuming acres of valuable 
coal. The tires wen; started by some 
nudieious person, and are beyond the 
control of man. An offer of a large 
som has been made by the company to 
have the Area put <mt,.lNit no one dares 
to enter the mines on aoooontot the 
deadly gas fames. 

The earth is cracking open and smoke 
and flames come up through the fis- 
sures. The county road has fallen in 
by the coal being burned out, and pas- 
sage over the road has been blocked. 

Two large dwellingliouses caught fire 
yesterday, presumably from the flames 
of the coal mine, and were burned 
down. 

The fire roars loudly, and at night 
presents a grand appearance, aa if the 
earth was burning.

St. Louis, May 20.— Somethingof the 
legal expenses of a fight were exhibited 
when an inventory of the estate of Ar- 
thni Duestrow was liled yesterday. 
Uuestrow was hanged some nio:iths ago 
for the murder of his wife and child. 
At the time of his death he was accred- 
ited a milUonaire. According to the 
inventory there is only |8,74d and a 
handful of cents left of that goodly 
sum. The state has tiled a claim for 
17,0:18 against the estate for expenses of 
the prosecution of Duestrow. The ad- 
ministrator deniea the claim.

It appears that a portion of the arnn 
reni.'iined at Devcnfurka, where, its n - 
treat was cutoff by the Turkish occujia- 
ticn of Aidintza. Two hours' tigbtiuj; 
occurred there Tuesday morning. When 
the Greek commander informed the en- 
emy that an armistice had been signed, 
the latter replied that he had no knowl- 
edge of it ; but, accepting the Greek 
stati'inent, he stop]ied the lighting 
pending a reference of the matter t< 
Edbem Pasha at Domokos. 

General timolenski and ( rown Prince 
Constantine met late last night at 
Imerbe, five miles from Lamia. 

No further progress has been made in 
the peace negotiations. A dispatch jnsi 
received from Arta siiys that when the 
(jreok and Turkish delegates met late 
vesterday to discuss the armistice th« 
latter declared that they would submit 
the proposal of the (irecks to Edhem 
Pasha, and iiending the arrival of in- 
structions from him, would agreed an 
armistice for 54 hours. 

Turkey demands as a condition of 
armistice that all Turkish territory in 
Epirns shall be evacuated and the 
bridges over the Arta neutralized. 

A dispatch from Lamia says that the 
bulk of the Greek army now occupied 
Phoiirka and the crown prince is at Ta' 
razata, near Lamia. . 

Telegrams are much delayed, and the 
strangest mmors are current Kepons 
of panic of flight come from all the 
towns in the districts around Lamia and 
Strlis. 

M. Ralli, on behalf of the govern- 
ment, has notified the crown prince of 
the conditions of the annistioe con- 
cluded at Arta, adding: "Impart these 
conditions to the commanders of the 
Turkish farces ; declare that ftom this 
moment yon suspend hostilitiea and will 
only resume them in the event of an at- 
tack ; disclaim all responsibility for any 
violation of the amustice, and invite 
the Turldsh commander to sospend all 
hostility." 

A telegram received here at midnight 
announced the arrival of General 8mo- 
leiiski at Lamia, where his jiresence ex- 
erts a calming influence upon the pop- 
ulation. 

TURKEY~ DETE RMINED. 

Tha Saltan Making Arranfementa to Hold 

on t<i Tlifwaly. 

CoN.sTAN rixoi'LE, May 20. — An impe- 
rial irade just issued orders the immedi- 
ate dispatch of a commission, induding 
the German engineer of the Anatolian 
railway, to inspect the railway in Thes- 
saly, to repair it and to draw plans for 
its junction with the Turkisli line to 
Mouastir. This indicates an intention 
to transfer the line to the Deatsch bank 
syndicate and to keep a permanent hold 
on Thessaly. 

The sultan has telegraphed his con- 
gratulations to Edhem Pasha and the 
Turkish troops and asked him for a 
Ust of those who distinguished them- 
selves in the advance to Domokos in 
order tlutt he may reward them. 

Edhen Pasha wires that the Turkish 
camp has bem transferred to Domokos 
where he has hoisted the Ottoman flag. 

Ahmed Pasha telegraphs that after 
the defeat at Flereasa the Greeks left 
800 corpses on the field, althoof^ they 
took many away by sea to Athens. 

The Anstrhui luail steamer Minerva, 
bound ttom Constantinople to Yolo, 
has been captored by a Greek veesel 
and towed toOrsl»onthe north shore 
of Chalds. ■ 

The Ccar'e Power Uver the Hultao. 

Bkbun, May 20. — The Frankfort 
Zdtnng says that on receipt of the 
czar's dispatch the sultan, before con- 
ferring with the council ot ministers, 
tel(!graphed to Kdhem Pasha, the Turk- 
ish commander in Thessaly, ordering 
liim to stop the furtlier advance of 
Turkish tnxjps ojKrating against the 
Greeks, and also replied to thi' dispatch 
of the czar, saying he was happy to fal- 
fiU his wish. 

Kallflow Proinptlns. 
LoKDOK, May 90. —According to a dis- 
patch to The Daily Mail from Yieuna, 

The Tageblatt says : "The sultan con- 
sulted the iShiek Ul Islam, who has de- 
clared it to be the will of Allah tliat 
Thessaly should be- reunited to Turkey. 
Should he a<'t iiiHiii this reiiv'ious 
prompiing it may be e.Ktremely ditlicult 
fur the powers to prevent lus purpose 
from bfluig carried out." 

ModUy Bla Teriua of IVitre. 

London, May 20.— The Daily Tele- 
graph's correbpoiideiit at Con>:anlino- 
ple says the sultan ha^ stated to Huron 
De Oalioe, the Austro- Hungarian am- 
bassador, that he is willing to modify 
the terms of peace which were formu- 
lated under the pressure of irritation at 
fresh Gree k attacks in Bpiroa .

Certiflcatei of his death were forw^arded 
to the insurance companies, but they 
decline to pay until absolute evidence is 
famished.

Wasmivuion, ^luy '20. — Anothe r stir- 
ring debate on Cuba occurred in tha 
senattj yesterday. It was of tho give 
and take order, with sharp parliament- 
ary fendng. It was developed in the 
courso of the colloquy that the state de- 
partment had withheld the names of 
United States consuls, reixirting on the 
serious condition of affairs in Cuba be- 
cause it might lead to their massacre.

Fbakkpobt, Ky., May 19.— The Honse 
this morninjj; paesed the Martin substi- 
tute for the mob-law bill by a vote of "j 
to 3, and it only requires the signatures 
of the preaidlDfr officen of the Legtelatare 
ud th« Goyvnior to become a law. 

The law as previously mentioned pro- 
vides that counties shall pay the expense 
of goards callod oot to protoot property 
upon oath of any mponaible person that 
property is in danger. It authorizes of- 
ferings of rewards by the (iovernor and 
County Judges. Baidiog is made a 
felony, paniahable by not Imi tlMB eoe 
nor more than fifteen years in the peni- 
tentiary. Forfeiture of office is made the 
penalty for failure on the part of officials 
to Mcecate tbo law.

A contemporary incliiiea to the opinion 
that the weight of responsibility raeta 
apon a Hepublioan I.f-ci.slaturetoseethia 
bill safely paSHed. This is quite true, 
looking at the question from a political 
standpoint. However, thia ia not a pa^ 
tisan measare. 

Kvi ry man who ia in favor of decency, 
and law and order, can not, with aelf re- 
spect, refuse to vote for thia bill. 

If the I^egislature should adjourn with- 
out enacting thia law, or a similar one, it 
will deserve the contempt of law-abidioR 
citizens everywhere. A failure to pass 
such a bill will be "the open licensing of 
mobe. It would be encouragement in 
favor of a reign of terror. It would give 
renewed impetus to violence and endan- 
ger the enjoyment of private rights. 
Privileges of citizenship are involved, and 
not the policy of any political party. 

The vote should stand unanimous, and 
the seal of condemnation should be 
stamped on lawleesneea by this highest 
body of Kentucky lawmakers. 

Property rights can never be molested 
in a State wtthont great flnandal damage. 
And this damage is not alone in the de- 
struction of the property itself, but in the 
loss of estimation in which Kentacky la 
field as a State by her sister States. 

Such anarchism ia an effectual check to 
the flow of capital into Kentacky from 
beyond her bordera. It dams up pro- 
gress and development, and notifies capi- 
talists everywhere that our laws can not 
be depended upon to protect invest- 
ments. 

Tollgate raiders have made us a by- 
word throughout the land. Though they 
comprise bat few in aamber, they are 
working more damage than a great array 
can do. Acta of violence of men directed 
against each other did not interfere with 
building up the great west, because there 
was an unwritten law that property was 
sacred. A murderer went unpunished, 
where a horse thief was hung. 

The citizens of I.exington would not 
tolerate theclo.siii); of a store by violence ; 
even a peddler is protected by his license 
from interference. ToIlf(ate raiders op- 
erate against isolated property, and it 
will take the same extraordinary meas- 
ures to stop them at it doea to find moon- 
Ehiners or counterfeiters. This burden is 
too great to be put upon a small settle- 
meat of people, and the strong arm of the 
State must be lifted against this evil 
We have too much respect for the man 
hood of Kentucky to believe that our 
Legislature will fail to pass this Martin 
bill, regardless of the political predilec- 
tions of its members. We know,beeidea, 
it will be gladly signed by the Governor.

THE CHOP OUTLOOK. 



The Season Backward— Weekly Report of 
the CUpte aid Ciep Service ef 
tie Weatker Bareaa. 



(For Week Ending May IT.] 

The weather conditiohs of the past 

week were unfavorable to the progress of 
farm work, but did not prevent crops 
from making a fair degree of advance- 
ment. The amount of rainfall was very 
unevenly distributed throughout the 
State, the cei|tral and eastern counties 
receiving a large excess generally, while 
the western and southern sections were 
in many cases visited Only by local 
showers, which yielded, as a rule, let's 
than the normal amount of precipitation. 
The amount of sunshine was likewise 
very unevenly distribdted, but the aver- 
age tor the State waia considerably less 
than the normal. 

During the first half of the week very 
nearly normal temperatares prevailed 
throughout the State, but during the last 
three days the average daily deficiency 
ranged from B'to 15*, and on the ISth and 
Itith light frosts occurred in many locali- 
ties in the northern and eastern counties. 
No damage of consequence was reported 
to have resulted from them, however. 

The general eflTect on these conditions 
has been to keep the season backward, 
many correspondents reporting that it is 
still two weeks late. The continuous 
rains have retarded plowing and have 
stimulated the growth of weeds in fields 
already plowed, bat which could not be 
planted owing to unfavorable conditions. 
Warm sunshine ia needed for all farming 
interests. ■ 

Eastern Section.— Practically the same 
conditions existed during the week in 
this as in the central section. All farm 
work has been greatly delayed by the 
heavy rains, especially corn planting, 
which is far from being completed. The 
first planting of thia crop ia up, but is 
very indifferent in appearance. The 
most favorable reports concerning wheat 
continue to be received, many corre- 
spondents stating that its condition is 
best in years. Oats are (air)ygOOd, and 
are better than waa antkipated some 
time ago. Paatarea and meadows are 
generally very fine, and the outlook for 
an abundant crop of hay is very good. 
In the majority of the counties in which 
tobacco is raised plants are reported to 
be small and scarce. Gardens look fairly 
well in moat localities. As in other 
parts of the State, the complaints of fruit 
tiropping from the trees are far more 
numerous this week than last. A good 
crop of berries of all kinds seems to be 
assured. The presence of potato bugs 
and cut worms is reported from a few 
localities. Bufiialo gnats are reported in 
Kenton Cou nty. 

A .loiNT meeting of the C. W. B. M. 
societies of Mayalick and Washington 
waa held recently at the home of Mrs. 
Ben J. Lonenecker. Each society waa 
well represented, about forty being in 
attendance, besides ihany visitors. Miss 
Mary Chambers presided, being the dis- 
trict manager. A very interesting pro- 
gram was carried ont by the members of 
the two societies. Special mention should 
be made of the original papers by Mrs. 
Susie Clift and Mrs. R. L. Fox. The oo- 
casion was a very enjoyable one. After 
the adjournment Mrs. Longoecker sur- 
prised ail by inviting the gueatt preaent 
to a delighlinl loncheon.

BATmio, Wis., May SO.-^Flve milea 
aoQth of this harbor, half imbedded in 

the sand ou the beach, James Taggart, 
a Ituuberman, discovered the first mes- 
sage from the 40 persons who perished 
in the wreolc of the steamer Manistee 
nearly 14 years ago. It was a note 
oaref Tilly inoloaed in a heavy glaaa bo^ 
tie. The writing had faded with the 
lapse of yrars and tho glass of tho bot- 
tle \va.>< Wdrii thill with its t'oiistaiit 
bratiiiti against the Kundy ahnros oi 
Chequainogon bay. The message waa 
as foUowa: 

Novell! IXT. ISa"!. 

Loft Bayflold at 1:10 p. m. .Ivisi in 
sight of Mlchig.m liglK houao. Wo inny 
nut >\irvivi! the htoini. Heavily laden and 
hanl to turn in tiio st(irm.

Tlie writi.'ig had faded so as to b'.' al- 
most ille;,'iblo. Thwo is a f,'eiieral im- 
pression in this town tliat the im ssa'.:e 
IS genuine. Tho action of the t-and aiul 
waves on the bottle sliows that it has 
beeu tossed iirouiid tho In aoli for a Icn;; 
time. Tho faded writing also proves 
eonelnsively tliat the note was not writ- 
ten a few weeks or mouths a(,'o for tliu 
purpose of lioax. 

'1 lii' -Manistee was a wooden steamer 
and was owned by the Lake Micliifjan 
and Lake .'superior line aud traded be- 
tween Cliicago and Duluth. On tho 
night she went down she was ou the 
way from Bayfield to Ontonagou, ou 
her trip to Chicago. It waa to have 
been the laat trip of the seams and it 
was late in November. A north galo 
set in shortly affer the steamer left 
port, and the w.eather was Utterly cold, 
the thermometer regiataring Bear the 
zero mark. 

The fate of the Manistee was never 
known. The steamer City of Dnlath 
of the same line left Bayfield jnst ahead 
of the lost ship aud for a long time that 
night Niw her lighta. When last seen 
she was clear of the group of islauda at 
the month of the bay, known as the 
Apostlea. When the nonappearance of 
the Manistee made the offielala of the 
line anxious a searching expedition wa'« 
fitted ont. The only reanlt of thia was 
the finding of some wreckage from the 
lost boat. Cnt of the 40 persona on 
board when she went down no one was 
left to tell how the ateamer aank nor 
were any bodies washed ashore. 

HUNDR ED3~"h"0M ELES8. 

Fifteen Tenementa Md a Boalneaa Block 

I><'Htroycd. 

New York, May 20.— Fifteen teue- 
meut houses and a large furniture store 
in the bnaineaa center of Jersey City 
were homed to the ground yeaterday 
morning. Two handred pe(^e were 
made homeless and the loss amounts to 
$17.j.0t)(). 

A wat 'hnian employed in tho burned 
factory is mis.sing and is bolievetl to 
have perished. There were many thrill- 
ing rescues of people from the upper 
floors of the tenement houses, as the 
firemen were hampered a network of 
electric wires. 

The fire was the most dfAtmctive 
known in Jersey City in recent years. 
It preyed upon such a mass of highlv 
inflammable material that it spread al- 
most like a flash. It started iu one of 
the upper floors of F. W. Payne's large 
furniture atore on Newark avenae. The 
flonrth floor of the Payne building was 
used as a dance hall. Then* was a ball 
there Tuesday night and the police be- 
lieve that a light waa carelesaly left 
there, which started the flames.
